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1.- I have just had a message from President Nixon. He wants 
you to be reassured of our full support in the difficult situation 
you are facing. He is fully aware of the fact that the enemy 
has decided to go all-out and that we will have a difficult pas- 
sage for some time. He wants you to know that we will stand 
firm in your support and is sure that if we stand firm we will 
come through successfully. 

2. As you know. Dr. Kissinger is meeting with the other side 

in Paris today. There will be no deviations of any kind from 

the game plan that I have already described to you. We will 

keep you promptly and fully apprised of the outcome of these 
talks. 

3. As I mentioned to you earlier, Dr, Kissinger will make no 
new proposals or depart in any way from the 8 -point proposal 
presented by you and President Nixon on January 25. He will 
adopt a listening posture designed to, ascertain what the other 
side has to say about our proposal. 

4. As I mentioned to you on April 24, if the session today proves 
unfruitful , we will have established the base for whatever air 
activity in North Viet-Nam we deem it necessary to take.
